Distinguished  son  of  Northwestern;  renowned  for  his  numerous  and  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  the  science  of  Pediatrics;  author  and  editor  of  works  of  authority  in  his 
special  field;  sometime  president  of  the  American  Pediatric  Society  and  honored 
by  numerous  pediatric  societies  in  Europe  and  in  America;  Chevalier  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  of  France;  notable  exponent  of  the  art  and  science  of  medicine.

Doctor  of  Laws — Rufus  Cutler  Dawes 

A  far-sighted  business  executive  who  has  the  fullest  confidence  of  his  associates;  B.  A.

Evanston  Board  of  P'ducation,  as  member  of  the  Forest  Preserve  Commission  of 
Cook  County,  as  delegate  to  the  Illinois  State  Constitutional  Convention,  1920,  as 
adviser  to  the  American  members  of  the  Commission  which  prepared  the  plan  of 
reparations  settlement,  as  assistant  agent  in  the  inauguration  of  general  repara- 
tions, as  President  of  the  Century  of  Progress,  and  by  his  interest  in  other  fields  of 
service  has  contributed  largely  to  the  life  of  the  community,  of  the  State  and  of 
the  Nation.
